Secretary Kerr’s Hopes. 

At 4:30 at the headquarters of the Dem- 
ocratic Congressional committee the utmost 
confidence was expressed that the Demo- 
crats had carried the House of Represer.ta~ 


tives. 

Secretary Kerr said: ‘‘ We have elected 
192 members of the next House.”’ . 

Secretary Kerr of the Democratic National 
committee in Washington said at 1 o’clock: 

‘* The Republicans have Iost control of the 
House of Representatives. We will have 
from 185 to 190 members, and will organize 
the House of the Fifty-ninth Congress. The 
majority of the opposition will be from 15 
to 20 over the Republicans and perhaps more. 
Our advices indicate Democratic gains in 
some of the States as follows: Alabama, 2; 
Illinois, 5; Iowa, 1; Kentucky, 3; Maryland, 
2; Massachusetts, 2; Missouri, 2; New Jer- 
sey, 2; New York, 6; North Carolina, 2; 
Pennsylvania, 6; Virginia, 3; West  Vir- 
ginia, 1. This is a total of 37. One district 
in Delaware is doubtful, with the chances in 
favor of the Democrats.”’ 

In figuring a gain of three in Virginia Sec- 
retary Kerr includes two districts which 
elected Democratic Congressmen in 1896 
who were unseated by the present House. 

But if everything was dark in the Lower 
House for the Republicans, things were much 
brighter in the Senate, where the indications 
are that the Republicans will have fifty-three 
members, against twenty-seven Democrats 
and ten independents, the latter including 
Populists and Silver Republicans. This is a 
clear Republican majority of fifteen. The 
Senate, when the various Assemblies have 
met and elected, will be composed as fol-

do not place it above 25,000. 7 

The World now puts Roosevelt's plurality 
at 23,677. The Journal makes it only 14,473. 
The Sun claims the State for Roosevelt by 
20,000. The Herald puts Roosevelt’s plural- 
ity at 20,000. 

Lieutenant Governor Woodruff ran some- 
what behind his ticket, and Danforth some- 
what ahead, but there is no doubt of the 
election of the entire Republican ticket by 
a good plurality. 


Legislature Safely‘Republican. 
The Republicans have elected a majority 


of their candidates to both branches of the 


Legislature, and will have a lead on joint 
ballot of 24 to 28.

Some of the papers are claiming that full 
returns will show a Republican majority of 
30 to 34 in the Legislature. ; 

The Republicans who, from present indica- 
tions, are likely to be candidates for the 
nomination for Senator are Governor Black, 
Congressman Warren B. Hooker, and 
George W. Aldridge, present Superintendent 
of Public Works. Chauncey M. Depew has 
also been spoken of as a candidate. 

The total Republican vote shows a falling 
off, as compared with that of Governor 
Black in 1896, of about 14 per cent. In New 
York County the Democratic vote for Van 
Wyck was 54,817 greater than that of the 
Republican candidate. This latter result 
was helped in some measure by the result in 
the borough of Brooklyn (Kings County), 
which, in 1896, gave Black, Rep., a plurality 
of 23,682, but today gave a Democratic plu- 
rality of 16,000 or more.

The Republican plurality in the counties 
above the Harlem therefore exceed 100,000, 
to offset which the Democrats could bring 
only about 80,000 plurality in Greater New 
York, and few Democratic up-State counties. 

The soldier vote will not be counted until 
Dec. 1, but it is not likely that the ballots 
from the camps will materially alter the 
result.

The significance of the returns is that 


the alleged canal frauds did not cause so 
great a loss to the Republican ticket as an- 
ticipated, though in Monroe County the 
usual heavy Republican majority was great- 
ly reduced.

Croker Blames Gold Democrats. 

Richard Croker was loath tu admit the 
defeat of the Democratic ticket. He said:

The old silver question has en- 
tered into this campaign when we did not 
expect it would. - 

“It is time for the Democrats to wage a 
campaign on the issues of home rule alone, 
home rule for cities, counties, and boroughs, 
each to govern itself.’’ .

Platt’s Tribute to Roosevelt. 

Senator Platt was asked what he thought 
was the reason for the general increase in 
the Democratic vote in the cities of the 
State and of the Republican in the country 
districts. 

*I think it was due to the Raines law,”’ 
he replied. ‘* It was unpopular in the cities, 


I think, and was liked by the country peo- 


ple.’ 

‘Colonel Roosevelt,’’ he continued, “is 
the only Republican who could have carried 
the State. His splendid canvass has won 
him the election. His canvass was wonder- 
ful. It is the most wonderful thing in the 
history of politics. No other man would 
have had the endurance to go through the 
work he has gone through.” 

The judiciary issues in New York County, 
Senator Platt said, had not figured as 
strongly in the campaign as was thought. 

**My only regret is that so many sound 
money candidates for Congress have been 
defeated,’ said Mr. Platt. ‘‘ Should it hap- 
pen that the next House of Representatives 
is Democratic, sound money Democrats who 
supported free silver candidates for State 
and national offices must regret having re- 
fused to vote for honest money candidates.” 


Opinion on the New Law. ; 


Superintendent McCullagh, after the polis 
had closed, made the following statement in 
reference to the operation of the new election 
law: 

“‘My deputies have had no trouble in any of 
the territory of Greater New York. I had 
700 deputies, 500 of whom were on duty at the 
polis, 100 in reserve, and 100 specials acting 
as messengers. 

‘“*The only territory in which I had any 
trouble was in the Sixth and Eighth Dis- 
tricts of the Second Assembly District. My 
deputies arrested four men for defective 
naturalization papers, who were all held for 
the United States Judge. ‘ 

** I expected to have trouble with gangs of 
repeaters from Newark; Jersey City, Phila- 
delphia, Bristol, Conn., and the famous 
‘Bat Shea gang’ from Troy, but as far as 
I have heard there have been no difficulties 
with these men. | 

“In case my men had been overwhelmed 
at the polis I would have called on the po- 
lice, although I could, as a State officer, 


call out the militia to quell any disturbance.”’

_ Whittemore Is Elected. 

‘Illinois has elected F. K. Whittemore State 
Treasurer, but his plurality will be greatly 
reduced. He will probably have 25,000 votes 
the best of it. There are unusually heavy 
losses all over the State on the Republican 
side of the House. In the first place, Cook 
County gave McKinley 71,000. plurality, and 
the best Whittemore can get out of Cook will 
be 2,000 or 3,000, Chicago going 3,500 against 
him. McKinley’s majority outside of 
Cook was 69,913.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 8.—Governor Pingree 
-held his own tolerably well in today’s elec- 
tions. At 10 o’clock tonight the Republican 
State Central committee ciaimed his elec- 
tion by from 50,000 to 60,000 majority. The 
Democratic State committee do not yet 
concede defeat. The Governor ran several 
hundred ahead of his ticket in Detroit, and 
ran up a plurality of 2,000 in Grand Rapids. 
In Saginaw he doubled on his plurality of 
1806. In Jackson, Lansing, Bay City, and 
other smaller cities he was cut considerably, 
but'the country districts surrounding went 
quite strongly for Pingree. The balance of 
the Republican State ticket is elected. The

CROWDS THRONG CITY 
§TREETS WAITING FOR 
ELECTION BULLETINS. 


fares Packed 
Till After Midnight by People Anx- 
to Learn the Outcome of 
Balloting. 


It was a typical election night scene in 
the Chicago streets last night. In spite of 
the rain overhead and the mud underfoot, 
the down-town streets were crowded. Ex- 
cited young men with umbrellas and tis 
horns, old men with umbrellas and canes, 
and pretty young women with umbrellas and 
young men stood cheering and applauding 
in front of the buletin boards and the 
screens on which the returns were thrown by 
stereopticons. 

A soggy rain drizzled down all the evening. 
The umbrellas were in the way in the dense 
crowds, and were the occasion for constant 
repartee between the people who carried 
them that was as fresh as the night wind. 
Cries of ‘* Teddy’s a winner!” and ‘’Rah 
fer the Rough Rider!" were interspersed 
with shouts of “* Put 'em down!” “ Craw! 
out of the storm sheds!"’ and the like; but 
the tall people still remained in the front 
rank and kept up their big umbrellas. _ 

Madison street in front of the office of 
THB TRIBUNE was jammed full with the 
crowd that “watched the returns thrown 
from a stereopticon in the Tribune Building 
to a screen fixed on the building opposite. 
No.matter what the figures were, or :in 
whose favor, there was always some part 
of the crowd ready to cheer. 

The enthusiasm of the crowd all centered 
over the candidates of the two big parties, 
especially over the local county and State 
tickets and the fight between Roosevelt and 
Van Wyck in New York. The Democrats 
seemed to have their inning during the first 
part of the evening, when local bulletins 
showing an apparent lead of Dunlap for 
State Treasurer over Whittemore were re- 
ceived with whoops of joy by many and a 
dancing of the black lid of umbrellas over 
the bubbling crowd beneath. Various early 
returns gave Van Wyck big leads over 
Roosevelt, and the crowd that was with Van 
Wyck yelled long and loud. 

Then the handwriting on the _ screen 
changed and showed Roosevelt several thou- 
sand votes ahead. A man with leather lungs 
and a tin horn longer than himself thrust 
the horn up through a crack in the phalanx 
of umbrellas and let loose a note of victory 
that blended with yells of ‘' Good boy, 
Teddy!” and Charge, Teddy, charge!” 

The enthusiasm grew instead of abating 
as the evening wore on, and at 10 0’clock the 
crowd was bigger and noisier than it had 
been before. Street cars managed to get 
through only after th® police had shoved 
and pushed and pulled excited partisans off 
the track, and the conductor in hoarse and 
tearful tones had begged everybody to stand 
back and not mar the joy of the oecasion 
by mixing up with the wheels. 

In front of several other newspaper offices 
and on screens put up by business houses 
the returns were read also by big crowds. 
People unwilling to stand in the mud hovered 
around the tickers in saloons and restau- 
rants and listened While some one read the 
Slips reeied off by the machine. : 

Returns were read from the stages of many 
theaters, where news of reports favorable to 
Roosevelt created the wildest enthusiasm. 

Telephones in the newspaper offices rang 


‘uninterruptedly because of the eagerness of 


people to hear the news. At 12 o'clock the 
streets still were filled. Bright young men 
with cards bearing the words “I told you 
so’ marched abreast up the street. There 
was singing, and shouting, and happy par- 
tisans waving their arms. There were also 
glum looking people with their coat collars 
turned up who walked on the dark side of 
the street or stood out on the platiorms of 
the street cars and said crossthings. It was 
election night. 


VOTE OF THE WOMEN IS LIGHT. 


Female Suffragists Complain That Office 
of University Trustee Carries No 
Salary or Emoluments. 


The vote of the women of Cook County cut 
a sorry figure in this election. The leaders 
of the woman's suffrage movement practical- 
ly say that the cause of. the decline in the 
movement rests in the fact that there are no 
spoils in it. 

What's the use?” said Mrs. Alice Asbury 
Abbott, the Republican candidate for Uni- 
versity Trustee. “If ig at best an empty 
honor. There is no salary attached; no 
patronage and no influence.” 

Dr. Julia Holmes Smith said substan- 
tially the same. 

The fact that only 1,925 women registered 
in Cook County this year, as against 30,000 
four years ago, makes the subject interest- 
ing. 

Dr. Smith in explaining the apathy among 
women sald: 

‘“‘The woman's vote now doesn’t amount to 
a hill of beans. I cannot account for it ex- 


cept on the grounds that the office for which 


women are permitted to run amounts to 
nothing. The vote, however, has no bearing 
on the principle. Only those who want to 
express themselves on the principle of wcm- 
an suffrage have registered and votcd,. There 
is no remuneration attached to the office of 
University Trustee. If they were allowed to 
vote in municipal elections there would be a 
vast difference in the number of votes cast.”’ 

Mrs. Lucy Flower said the majority of 
women: did not care anything about voting. 

** Those who want the privilege of voting,”’ 
she sald, ‘‘ wantit much. When good women 
run for office, one of them is sure to be 
elected, whether all the women vote or not. 
If women were eligible to municipal offices 
there would be a vast difference in the 
voting. Obscure offices without compensa- 
tion do not interest them so much.” 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House did not 
seem mucn surprised at the falling off in the 
registration of women or lgck of interest they 
are taking in elections. She said there was 
little to interest the women. They could not 
take part in the municipal! elections, which 
were of so much interest to them, and this 
discouraged them, but the principle of wom- 
an suffrage, she said, would live forever.

single tax amendment has unquestionably 
been defeated by a large majority. Early 
in the day there was evidently great oppo- 
sition to the proposed amendment, and at 
no time was there any indication of its 


adoption. Whitman County, the home of | 


Populism in the State, which gave Bryan 
2,300 majority of two years ago, has gone 
five to one against the amendment, and 
Whatcom County, where the _ fusionists 
have had a large majority, has also voted 
against it. In South Bend, although the 
vote is light, the opponents of single tax 
carried the day by 300 majority. 

Single tax was not an issue until late in the 
campaign, as its supporters maniféstly 
desired to conceal) the true import of the 
amendment. A hard fight was waged against 
it, and the true import was made clear to 
all voters on the official ballot, where the 
amendment appeared as ‘“‘an amendment 
relating to taxation.”’

The sum and substance of yesterday's 
elections is that free silver has met with 


been sustained. ~ The voting yesterday did 
not turn out in all respects as the Repub- 
licans hoped it would. Here and there they | 
met with losses. It may be that their Con- 
gressional losses east of the Mississippi, 
unless offset by gains west of it, will de- 
prive them of the control of the next House.

were confident that the administration 
would be repudiated emphatically, as so 
many administrations have been in the off- 
year; that McKinley States would go Demo- 
cratic; that a stimulus would be given to the 
free silver issue, and that the principle of 
national expansion would meet with a de- 
feat and the policy of the President be con- 
demned. 

The elections admit of no such inter- 
pretation, however. Even if the Democrats 
carry the House of Representatives the 
free silver issue has met with znother de- 
feat, which must convince ever the most 
“loyal”? Democrat that it will be madness 
to let Bryan and Altgeld run the party into 
the ground two years hence on the dead and 
decayed silver question. 

New York, where the Democrats dodged 
* 16 to 1,” has gone for Roosevelt. Illinois, 
where the Democrats came out frankly for 
free silver and the Republicans met them 
on that issue, has gone Republican. So has 
Ohio, where the Republicans did not haye 
much to say on the subject. That State has 
done well this year. The decisive vote of 
decisive States in this off-year election as- 
sures the business interests of the country 
that they are not to be menaced by an- 
other militant, threatening campaign for 
the debasement of the currency and the 
partial repudiation of debts. ; 

The great States which gave McKinley 
their Electoral votes still stand by him and 
the gold standard. That they do so by de- 
creased majorities is not surprising. Pub- 
lic indifference in an off-year, the hostility 
of officeseekers whose demands the ad- 
ministration has not satisfied, and the re- 
turn to their party of many gold Demo 
crats account for the reduced majorities. 
But there has been no such revulsion as be- 
fellthe Harrison administration in 1890 and 
the Cleveland administration in 1894. It is 
evident that on any future Presidential vote 
the verdict of 1896 will be repeated em- 
phatically. 

The cause of national expansion has 
been victorious. The policy of the President 
regarding the Philippines has been sus- 


dent. The people have indicated that they 
want those islands to become a part of the 
national domain. They have indorsed also 
the management of the war by the ad- 
ministration. They refused to be so un- 
just as to condemn that management which 
made a brief war illustrious from its vic- 
tories and notable from its conquests. _ 
There may be a working Republican ma- 
jority in the next House of Representatives 
in spite of the loss of members in Illinois 
and some other States. But even if the 
Democrats should carry the House by a 
slender majority, owing mainly to the fact 
that they have the “solid South” behind 
them, that House will not be able to do any 
mischief for a year to come. The Presi- 
dent will not be likely to call its members 
to Washington before the regular time for 
meeting, a year from next month. | 
In the meanwhile the President will go 
steadily ahead with his policy. He will not 
modify the demands which he has _ in- 
+ structed his Peace Commissioners to make, 
and Spain will be compelled to accept those 
terms: or contemplate the possibility of a 
year more of war. The Spaniards will be 
unable to find anything in the election re- 
turns to justify the belief that the Ameri-

RUSSIA’S ALLEGED PROTEST. 

A dispatch from Kome states that Russia 
has made a proposition to “the powers ”’ 
to enter a joint protest to the United States 
against the terms which our Peace Com- 


Philippines. Fairly construed, this would 
imply that the Russian government is dis- 
posed not only to challenge the right of the 
United States to conduct negotiations in 
its own way for a permanent peace with 
Spain, but to unite with other European 
powers in dictating the terms which we shall 
finally demand.

part in it. Although this has been do- 
clared from high sources to be a literal 
fact, in view of the friendly relations which 
have existed between this government and 
Russia during our whole history as a nation, 
Americans will be slow to ei this new 
story of ‘an implied hostile combination 
against us without the strongest corrobors- 
tive evidence.

What would be the effect of such a policy 
upon Russia’s plans in the far East, it is 
for that government to decide. 
The governments most likely to be in- 
vited into such a combination—assuming 
the Rome dispatch to have some basis of 
truth—would be Austria, Germany, and 
France. As for the first, however anxious 
to aid Spain on account of dynastic rela- 
tions, it has too many complications of its 
own on hand to engage in other people's 
quarrels. While the German policy in the 
Philippines and the tene of the German 
press have been to the last degree irritating, 
they have been virtually disavowed by re- 
peated assurances of friendship from official 
sources in Berlin. The same may be said 
of the attitude of France. In undertak- 
ing to bring about the Joint Peace commis- 
sion France has assumed the role of an im- 
partial friend of both the United States 
and Spain, to whom it is now playing the 


‘part of a host in the person of their com- 


missioners. For either Germany or France 
to enter into a combination on such a basis 
with Russia would be a repudiation of 
their professions of friendship.

FIELDS FOR AMERICAN ENTERPRISE. 
The American people are just beginning to 
realize what immense fields are open to them be- 
yond the seas. The old idea of an ail-sufficient 
home market has disappeared into the irrevocable 
past. One of the immense benefits of thé war with 
Spain has been its widening of our intellectual 
horizon.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.. \ 
This is not a fair statement of the case. 
The modern Republican idea is that it is 
folly and stupidity to purchase from Europe 
such articles as can be made at home, and 


thus deprive our own people of. work and. 
wages and force them to remain idle or to. 


compete with other Americans for a living. 
The true principle of trade with foreigners 
is to purchase from them those commodi- 
ties and products which we need and do 
not and cannot manufacture to advantage, 
and those natural products which we do not 
or cannot grow in sufficient quantities for 
the needs of home consumption, and for 
revenue purposes levy duties on such arti- 
cles as we have to import, and then to.ex- 
change our American surpluses for those 
things we need and must import. By this 
policy we give the largest practicable em- 
ployment to our own labor, and thus give 
every workman an opportunity to support 
himself and family, and to keep the gold at 
home which otherwise would go abroad to 
be spent on foreign made articles which can 
be made just as well in this country. 

This reminds us of Lincoln’s argument, 
made in Congress fifty years ago, when he 
was a member. The question up for dis- 
cussion was Clay’s protective tariff vs. 
Democratic free trade. Said Lincoln: “I 
“do not pretend to know mudh about the 
“ tariff question, but we are importing from 
“Europe a great deal of railway rails and 
“paying gold for them. If we buy, say, 
“fifty tons of foreign rails at $50 per ton, 
“for a mile of iron rails we pay the Euro- 
“pean workmen $2,500 of gold and get the 
“metal. ‘That is the Democratic plan. 
“The Republican plan is different. It is 
“for those rails to be made, say, in Pitts- 
“burg. Then our workmen get the gold 
“and we have the rails besides, and they 
“pay out that money to other Americans 
“for food, clothing, and other necessaries

Spain’s Mercenary Dodge Before the 
Peace Commission—Dons’ Liability 
for War on Pecuniary Basis. 


The victor in this instance (our war with 
Spain) happens to be a rich nation with 
Hmitless resources, while the defeated party 
is practically bankrupt, over ears in debt to 
all Europe on account of foolish and futile 
attempts for many years to perpetuate its 
medieval misgovernment of the several! peo- 
ples who have now at last Veen liberated by 
American arms. } 

In view of this disparity of conditions the 
United States government refrained from 
exacting from the conquered enemy the 
immense money indemnity which properly 
would have been exacted under ordinary cir- 
cumstances; and we undertook at the outset 
of the negotiations for peace to be content 
with territorial compensation. 

Spain and her scheming creditor copart- 
ners throughout Europe appear to have mis- 
interpreted this magnanimous treatment. 
With the ignoble calculation of the shrewd 
Mediterranean mendicant who construes 
present liberality solely as the disclosure 
of a pocket that can be bled further, they 
seem to assume that this country is ready 
not only to remit Spain’s money penalty. for 


her infatuation which compelled us to go } 


to war, but also to pay Spain’s debts in the 
spirit of devil-may-care extravagance sup- 
posed to be characteristic of Americans, 

It will be observed that none of the grandi- 
ose talk which we heard before the war 
about Spain's loss of honor by any curtail- 
ment of her island possessions is heard now 
with regard to the formal surrender of the 
Philippines, won for us by Dewey’s men 


and guns. The question of consenting to 


the formal transfer of the Philippines by 
treaty is to be determined, so far as Spain 
is concerned, wholly by. pecuniary consid- 
er@tions. Her attitude is purely mercenary. 
She has lost the islands forever, whether a 
treaty of peace is now concluded or not; and 
she wishes to make her formal consent to 
the inevitable a pretext for a heavy draft 
upon the coffers of the victors for the benefit 
of herself and her European cfeditors. Her 
proposition reverses the natural direction 
of a warindemnity. She maintains that we, 
the conquerors, ought to pay the money 
indemnity for the war, and ‘that she, the 
conquered, ought to receive and profit by 
the same. 

- Such part of the Philippine debt of Spain 


} as represents actual investment in improve- 


ments in the islands may properly pass to 
us along with the territory improved. It 
is not our business to pay, or to help to pay, 
the general debt Spain has incurred in her 
hopeless efforts to maintain her sovereignty 
there and in Cuba and to make both ends 
meet meanwhile at home. European in- 


‘vestors who have bet on Spain as against 


modern civilization must be satisfied to suf- 
fer for their lack of judgment. If Spain 
prefers to continue the war for the sake of 
the bondhalders, that Is her misfortune and 
theirs. 

Considered simply as territorial compensa- 
tion for the actual expenditure forced upon 
this nation by Spain’s folly and vainglory 
last spring, the Philippine group, with Porto 
Rico added, would be conspicuously imade- 
quate, even if we did not pay a dollar in 
the settlement. Short as was the war of 
1898, it will have cost the United States 
government upward of three-quarters of a 
billion of dollars before the account is closed. 
If this nation were imposing upon Spaina 
pecuniary indemnity, ‘five hundred million 
dollars, or twenty hundred million pesetas, 
would be a moderate penalty. 

The administration will be right in reject- 
ing utterly any absurd demand from Spain 
that we shal! solace her defeat with Amer- 
ican cash. The country is behind the ad- 
ministration on this question, whether war 
or peace results.—New York Sun. 


Patching Up Canada’s Defenses. 
Quebec, ‘Nov. 3.—Colonel Dalton and his 


collear ies of the Imperial Defense board are 


back in Quebec after having visited Cana- 
da’s western defenses and those along the 
American frontier. They have again looked 
carefully over all the approaches to Quebec, 
especially over that on the south shore 
through the valley of the Chandiére, by way 
of which a portion of the revolutionary army 
under Montgomery and Arnold reached the 
St. Lawrence in 1775. There are three stone 
and earthwork forts, built by the royal 
engineers when in Canada nearly forty 
years ago, on the Heights of Levis that 
should command the approaches to Quebec 
from the south, but they have been utterly 
neglected by the Canadian government, into 
whose keeping they were intrusted, and have 
consequently fallen into absolute decay. 
Considering the utter uselessness of the 
walls and fortifications of the city and 


citadel of Quebec and the enormous ex- 


penditure that would be required to at all 
modernize them, those who have been most 
with the imperial commissioners believe that. 
they will recommend the largest expendi- 
ture in this district to be made upon out- 
works in the vicinity of the Levis forts, 
probably including the strengthening of 
these latter, and the mounting of modern 
guns both there and at Quebec, which fort- 
ress, strange to say, is at present without a 
single spécimen of a modern piece of dis- 
appearing artillery. 

A Canadian officer in a position to know 
states that the mémbers of this Defense 
commission are likely to make a strong rec- 
ommendation to the Colonial office, through 
the Minister of War, against the sanction- 
ing of the proposed provision of the Quebec 
conference for the abrogation of the Rush- 
Bagot convention. The American commis-. 
sioners ask this abrogation in order to per- 
mit the construction of ships of war at 
Detroit or elsewhere on the upper lakes, and 
the prospect of this is said to be viewed by 
imperia! officers with some alarm. 

The commissioners do not deny the truth 
of the reports as to the great preparations 
being made at Esquimalt, in British Colum- 
bia, for the construction of a mammoth 
Pacific coast fortress, to which the whole of 
the present town will have to give way. 

Montreal will be defended, it is said, not 
only by powerful batteries on the summit of 
Mount Royal! but also by neighboring works 
intended to cover approaches to the existing 
railway bridges, and thence to the boundary 
line, by a strong but widely separated line of 
detached forts.—New York Sun. 


Failure of Municipal Ownership in 
Philadelphia, 

“The municipal ownership of gas works 
was not a glittering success in Philadel- 
phia,” said Mr. B. L. Seidler of the Quaker 
City to a reporter for the Washington Post, 
‘‘and though it was a profitable thing, 
doubtless, for some of our local politicians, 
the people generally got no benefit there- 
from. It will be always thus in our big 
cities; the danger of control of public utili- 
ties by machine politicians is so great that 
it is far better to take away all sources of 
plunder and minimize their peculations as 
much as possible. 

“Tt is a curious thing, though, that over 
in the old country the cities that own and 
manage public necessities, like water, and 
light plants, and even street cars, are able 
to give good service to the inhabitants at 
the lowest rate of cost. In the great City 
of Glasgow the tramways, as they call their 
lines of street railway, are owned by the 
whole people, and are operated not with 
a view to money making, but to furnish the 
lowest priced transportation. They have 
been a great success, and nobody would 
think of changing to a system of private 
ownership.

It is hardly conceivable that the situation 
at Paris can result in the renewal of war 
by Spain. To attempt this on her own re- 
sources would, of course, be madness, and 
there is not the slightest sign that any 
other country would share her folly.

phenomenal through the. war as her want 
of military and naval skill, may be said to 
continue; for at this moment the critical

of every Spanish coast garrison in the Philip- 
pines, leaving the archipelago fully in our 
hands. The Charleston and Concord have 
just gone to Iloilo,.the chief Spanish port 
remaining. The Buffalo is on its way to 
Manila With men for Dewey's fleet by way 
of Suez, and more troops have gone within 
a week from San Francisco. As for the 
Atlantic fleet, ever since the return of Ad- 
miral Sampson’s vessels from Santiago re- 
pairs have gone on, and we could hurry a 
formidable squadron to the shores of Spain. 
The place of the Iowa and Oregon could be 
taken in a short time by the Kearsarge and 
the Kentucky. 
Spain knows that resuming hostilities 
would not only subject her to harder terms 
but might overthrow the reigning house and 
perhaps the throne itself.—New York Sun.

McKinley, General Hastings, an old friend, 
and two of his secretaries. 

A number of friends were at the station 
to meet the President and, entering car- 
riages, all were driven to the Barber home, 
where Mrs. McKinley remained with her 
sister, Mrs. Barber. 

A carriage was offered the President to go 
to his voting place, but he dismissed it and 
said he much preferred to walk in the bright 
sunshine, although the trip was fuily half 
a mile each way. Half a dozen friends 
walked withhim. The President’s residence 
is in Precinct C of the First Ward, in whic 
the old homestead is located. 

The booths are located in a dingy old car- 
penter shop. All along the way the Presi- 
dent had been exchanging greetings with 
people on the street and shaking hands with 
those near by, and when he entered the 
polling place he shook hands with all the 
election officers. He was the one hundred 
and thirty-third man to appear, and was 
found to be properly registered by certificate 
made out in Washington under No. 192. 

One of the big blanket ballots was handed 
him and he entered the booth. He had no 


desire to conceal what he was doing, for. 


when the flimsy cotton curtain caught his 
shoulder and exposed the interior of the 
booth he madeno effort to pullitdown. | 

He glanced at the sheet, asked one of the 
judges for some information about one of 
the offices to be filled, marked his ballot, and 
carried it to the judge. ‘* William McKin- 
ley,” called out the latter, and, with this, it 
had reqtired the President just one minute 
and six seconds to vote.

‘no great power but beautifully trained. 


Miss Adams’ Acting. 

It is such a comfort to find a Juliette who 
might conceivably be no more than 15 that 
Miss Adams may well be excused if she 
failed to do much acting. In Shakspeare’s 
play it is almost impossible for an extreme- 
ly young actress to achieve success. In 
Gounod’s version of the Verona love story 
everything; including the music, is so en- 
tirely foolish that good acting would only 
be thrown away, and as long as Juliette is 
young and beautiful and knows how to sing 
no one cares whether she can act or not. 
When Calvé attempted to make Marguerite 
human the endeavor only met with partial 
support, and Juliettes have long ceased to 
do anything more histrionic than the wear- 
ing of fair apparel. 

In other respects Miss Adams is a delight- 
ful artist; her voice is fresh and sympa- 
thetic and has a certain girlish quality 
which goes admirably with the part. Be- 
sides she knows exactly what she can do 
and what is beyond her power, so that in 
the whole of a long performance there was 


lower tones must be developed in order to 
meet the requirements of a large house like 
the Auditorium, but this will doubtless come 
with time.

But as the evening wore on he began to 
open his throat and get his voice away from 
him, so that he was surprisingly good in the 
long parting scene.

Captain McCulla received orders yester- 
day to engage a volunteer crew and go off 
on the Vulcan at once. 

Unless the Spanish prize sank after it 
was deserted, it is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose it rode the storm out, for the last seen 
of it revealed it afloat with the American 
flag waving astern.

London, Nov. 8.—Undiminished naval ac- 
tivity continues. Many naval officers have 


arrived at Devonport, and the Superintend-

The Curacoa, a training crulser, was inter-

night. The invaders failed. 

St. Johns, N, F., Nov. 8.—The British 
cruiser Cordelia, it is understood, wii! be or- 
dered to this port, to remain here during the 
winter. It will be held in readiness, it is 
thought, to scour the grand banks for the 
enemy's shipping if war should be declared. 

Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 8.—[Special. ]>-Informa- 
tion has been received that the British War 


Office has ordered the One Hundredth Regi- 


ment (Roya! Canadians) to be recruited in 
Canada, and that recruiting offices wiil short- 
ly be opened in Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal, 
Halifax, and other cities. The recruits will 
be sent down to Halifax at the expense of 
the British government. At present the 
Leinster Regiment is offering. its time-ex- 
pired men a shilling a day extra to remain 
with the battalion at Halifax. 

A sensational press dispatch from Halifax 
appears today, saying that the principal mi- 
litia officers have been summoned to meet 
in conference at Ottawa, at the instance of 
the British government, to discuss the forti- 
fication and défense of Canada. The meet- 
ing, however, will be to consider measures 
for the improvement of the militia force.

DIES IN THURINGIA, 


Impoverished and Suffering from Can- 
cer of the Stomach, the Closing Days 
ofthe Well-Known Singer Are Made

for his wife and children. ?

_ country subscribed to a fund in ‘his behalf, 
hoping to save for Alvary's wife and chil- 
dren the home he had planned for them in 
days.

MAROUISE DR FONTENOY'S LETER.

It is today, on the fifty-eighth anniversary 
of the birth of the Prince of Wales, that the 
new ‘Lord Mayor of London, as well as all 
the Mayors of the cities and towns of the 
United Kingdom, are inaugurated and enter 
upon the duties of their year of office. For- 
merly Mayors were installed on Oct. 29, 
the day after the feast of St. Simon and St. 
Jude. But the date was altered more than 
150 years ago to Nov. 9, so that the fact 
of its falling on the birthday of the Prince of 
Wales may be described as fortuitous. 

The new Lord Mayor. like Sir Thomas Lip- 


tea merchant, end makes up in wealth and 
in commercial importance what he lacks in 
breeding and in aspirates. He received the 
honor of knighthood while serving a term of 
office as Sheriff, and therefore has already 
a handie to his name. But although he ts 
known as Sir John Moore he has no connec- 
tion or kinmanship with the famous English 
General of that name. Few people are aware 
that in becoming Lord Mayor the worthy 
Sir John becomes ipse facto a member of the 
royal household, the rd Mayor having 
been since the year 1194 ex-officio the chief 
butler to the sovereign, officiating as such 
at all coronations. 

At a moment when there is so much dis- 
cussion in this country on the subject of the 
relatively poor showing made during the re- 
cent war by those men who were indebted 
for |their commissions to the circumstance 
that they bore illustrious names, and were 
the sons of distinguished American states- 
men and Generals, it may be timely to offer 
a few words in contradiction of the widely 
accepted belief that there is little or no 
hereditary intellect, and that the son of a 
celebrated personage is in the natural course 
of things bound to turn out as a knave, a 
fool, or at the best a mediocrity. 

Thus, ever since the days when William 
Cecil, the favorite counselor, and powerful 
Minister of Queen Elizabeth, took his soli- 
tary walks along the Strand, the great his- 
toric house of Cecil has never been without 
a distinguished representative prominent in 
public life. After three centuries the crop 
is richer than evér, and a family which com- 
prises the Prime Minister of the empire, the 
leader of the House of Commons, the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, and in the pergon of 
Lord Hugh Cecil, the most promising mem- 
bér of the Lower Chamber of the Legis- 
lature, may fairly claim the palm for hered- 
itary gifts. . 


The Peel family, although of relatively 

modern origin, is another instance in point. 
It 8 produced one of the ablest Premiers 
of the century. One of his sons {s generally 
ad hitted to have been the best speaker of 
the [House of Commons of the reign of Queen 
Victoria, while the ex-Speaker’s son and 
heir, Willie Peel, is, like Lord Hugh Cecil, 
a man of rare brilliancy and promise. 
The Earl of Crewe writes verses and prose 
quite as gracefully as his celebrated father, 
the| late Lord Houghton, and is certainly 
possessed of more delicacy and refinement, 
while at least six of the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court of the realm have had fathers 
preceding them on the same bench. 

In each case the sons deserve more credit 
than their fathers for their success in life. 
For| it cannot be denied that owing to the 
popular belief which I have mentioned 


rather than assisted by their fathers’ re- 
flected glory, and practically have to live 
down his name, | 


That Lord William. Nevill ts being treated 
with altogether exceptional consideration 
while undergoing his sentence of penal serv- 
itude for forgery and fraud is evident from 
the announcement that, tired of his confine- 
ment indoors, he had applied for outdoor 
‘labor.

' Lord Queensberry’s eldest surviving son, 
Lord Douglas, is:‘a member of the Anglican 
Church and the son-in-law of a country par- 
son. Over the religious belief of Lord Al- 
fred Douglas it is perhaps best to draw a 
veil, and to content oneself with setting 
down his creed as pagan, while Lady Flor- 
ence Dixie, the sister of the Marquis, is a 
Presbyterian. In fact, I do not believe that 
there is any family of the entire Brttish peer- 
age that comprises within its bosom such an 
extraordinary number of religious beliefs as 
that of which the so eccentric Marquis of 
chief. 

It is odd that in recording the death the 
other day of Ralph Disrael!l at the advanced 
age of 90, not one of the newspapers should 
have called attention to the more than un- 
friendly treatment to which he was subject- 
ed by his younger and more celebrated 
brother, Lord Beasonsfield. 

Throughout the latter’s so brilliant career 
he pointedly avoided his: elder brother, 
Ral h, as if ashamed of him, and I do not 
think that any one in English society can 
ever recall having either met Ralph Disraeli 
at Hughenden Manor or having even heard 
of him as being either there or at Lord Bea- 
consfield’s town house during the lifetime 


of the statesman. 

Certain it is that it was only when the 
Earl was on his death bed that he bethought 
himself of Ralph’s son as his heir, and al- 


though it is young Disraeli who is now the. 


owner of Hughenden, and who hopes one day 
to be raised by the crown to the peerage of 
his uncle, yet he scarcely ever saw the latter, 
and|cannot claim to have known him save 
at a distance. 
This estrangement between the two 
brothers was all the more noteworthy since, 
as a rule, the Jewish families are so united, 
that indeed being one of the most attractive 
features of their race, and I can well re- 
member the talk that was created when, on 
taking his seat for the first time in the 
House of Lords, Lord Beaconsfield strode up 
to his brother, who was Deputy. Clerk of the 
Upper House, and shook hgnds with him. 
It was asserted at the time to be the first oc- 
casion in many years that the two brothers 
had shown evidence of the fact that they 
were aware of one another’s existence. 

Let me add that while Lord Beaconsfield 
was, of course, the more brilliant of the two 
brothers, Ralph Disraeli was far and away 


the most respected and erudite,-his mod- 


esty, his sobriety of speech and manner, and 
his profound learning constituting In every 
respect the antithesis of Queen Victoria’s 
favorite but superficial and frothy Premier. « 

It is to be regretted that young Disraeli, 
to whom England: looks to perpetuate the 
family name, takes not after his father, but 
rather after his uncle, without, however, 
possessing the latter’s brilliancy or his elo- 
quence.

INTERVIEWED IN NEW YORK. 


New York, Nov. 8.—[Special. }—Charles 
Yerkes, the Chicago Street railway magnate, 

ho is now in the city, was seen at his

This includes the North Chicago Street 
railway company and the West Chicago 
Street railway company, of both of which 
Mr. Yerkes is President, and which furnish 
transit to that portion of the City of Chicago 
lying north and west of the Chicago River. 

Mr. Yerkes further declared his ratiway 
system was ready and willing to make some 
concessions to the city for the use of its 
streets. 

** We will agree to pay a yearly percentage 
on the earnings of the system,” said he, 
“if only a fair percentage be asked. I 
believe that a street railway corporation 
ought to do something for the city. Upto 
date no purchase payment has been made 
for any franchise or ordinance, nor has 
any earnings percentage been agreed on. 

** I shall return to Chicago in about a week 
and some time after that the expert the 
Civic federation will select may get to work 
on the books. There is no hurry, as.we have 
five years in which to make up our mind. 
It is not till 1008 that the city contends 
that our first ordinance will run out, the 
other ordinances te expire at later times. 

“Our contention is that the 
ordinances derive their validity from 
the franchise which the State of Illinois 
granted us in 1858, to run for twenty-five 
years. In 1865 the Legislature, by an act, 
extended the franchise to ninety-nine years, 
making it due to expire in 1957, and we hold 
that the ordinances or licenses, to use the 
streets, which the city gives us, run along 
with the franchise, and expire with it. Our 
legal advisers have no doubt of it. 

“We will compromise ‘by agreeing toa 
fair percentage of earnings. If the city will 
not come to a fair agreement we will simply 
sit down where we are.’ 

“You will fight the matter in the courts, 
Mr. Yerkes?’

DOORS OF A. H. BURLEY 
SHUT TO CHECK 


Ty- 
phoid Fever and Many ers 
‘and Papils Are Ill Beca of the 


Proximity of a Garbage Dump— 
President Graham H. Harris Orders 
Suspension Till Board of Education 
shall Meet on Nov. 16 to Act. 


Owing to the fact that Principal Cephas 
A. Leach is ill with typhoid fever and that 
an epidemic of sickness exists among 
teachers and pupils of the A. H. Burley 
School, Noble, near North Ashland avenue, 
President Graham H. Harris of the Board of 
Education yesterday ordered that school 
closed till Nov. 16, when the Board of Edu- 
cation will meet and take action in the 
matter. 

The great amount of illness in the school is 
attributed to the use of old clay holes two 
squares south of the building as a garbage 
dump. The ‘ Wellington dump,” as it is 
commonly called, for a long time has been 
complained of by patrons of the school. The 


of the time the pupils have been compelled 
+ to breathe the foul air which arises from the 
decaying matter at the dump, enters the 
intake pipes of the forced draft ventilation 

tem at the school building, and is carried 
through all the rooms. Shutting doors and 
windows has been no defense against the 
nuisance, and on several occasions the 
stench has been so oppressive as to cause the 
principal on his own authority to close the 
school for a day. 


the pesthole, the work of dumping foul 
refuse near the school has been carried on 
day and night, electric lights and the glare 
from the steel mills near by enabling the 
teamsters and scavengers to work after 
dark. 

Superintendent Andrews received on Mon- 
day a letter from Principal Leach saying an 
epidemic of typhoid and malarial fevers in 
the school seemed imminent and recom- 
mending that the school be closed tem- 
porarily. The principal said several of the 
teachers were not well enough to conduct 
their classes. 

* The garbage dump,” said Superintendent 
Andrews in the afternoon, ‘‘ has made it 
necessary to close the school out of consid- 
eration for the health of pupils and teachers. 
Doubtless the Board of Education will take 
action in the matter at its meeting of Nov. 
4 looking to a remedy for present condi- 
tions.”’ 

A visit to the garbage dump discovered the 
fact that refuse and ill-smelling matter has 
been spread over an area of four blocka. 
The soft, spongy soil has become impreg- 
nated with oose and slime from decaying 
animal and vegetable matter, and the atmos- 
phere above is heavy with malodorous and 
sickening vapors, which are carried by the 
wind to schools, residences, and business 
houses within a radius of more than a mile, 

The condition of the soil is shown in the 
fact it has been necessary to lay plank roads 
over the tract to prevent teams from miring 
when they are driven there to unload. 

In the Burley School twenty-six teachers 
are-employed beside the principal, and the 
pupils number 900. The monthly pay-roll is 
$2,100. The cost of closing the school for one 
week will be more than $500, 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
next Wednesday night it {s expected a com- 
mittee will be appointed to take up the mat- 
ter with the city officials, with a view to 
putting an end to the nuisance.

He tried to 
stir him up, but saw he was surely losing 
ground. Then he reached over and grabbed 
Burns’ bridle, and thereby retarded the 
Schorr horse sufficiently to enable Goal Run- 
ner to pass the important line a nose to the 
good. But the foul had been too palpable, 
and Goal Runner was disqualified Yet 
many thought Ordnung also should have 
been set back. 

In the next race Burns had the mount on 


‘Milwaukee, while Martin rode the heavily 


played favorite Dunois. The race was a 
selling event at a mile and a sixteenth. 
There was a mixup on the first turn and 
Dunois came near being thrown. It looked 
as if Burns was responsible for the mishap 
to” the favorite, although several horses 
were in a jam at the time. However that 
may be, Dunois lost many lengths, but his 
great speed enabled him to make up the 
ground and take the lead. He was three 
lengths ‘in front on the far turn. But the 
struggle told on him, and in the stretch 
Barataria, a 15 to 1 shot, gradually wore 
him down, and won by a nose. Barataria is 
a much better horse than a majority of his 
races would lead people to suppose, but 
Dunois was easily the best horse in the 
race, and but for interference would surely 
have won. His defeat put another big crimp 
in the pockets of the Ryan delegation. Nor 


was that all. After the race J. E. Murphy, 
owner of Moncreith, claimed and got Dunois ° 


for $710. It was a bad day for Messrs. Ryan 
and Whitten. | 

Still another sensation r@mained. In the 
handicap Imp, who had run so poorly on Sat- 
urday, turned about and made a show of 
Macy and Storm King, both of whom beat 
her in the previous contest. There was a 
difference in the weights, but by no means 
sufficient to account for the difference in ihe 
mare’s speed, and the race caused no end 
of comemnt.

~ yention That Makes War | 


Impossible. 


NAVAL POWER OF NO USE. 


Most Feeble of Nations Can Sup- 
ply Itself. with the Means 
| of Defense. 


NEW ELECTRICAL MARVEL. 


New York; Nov. 8.—[Special.]—The New 
York Herald this morning says: 
“War will cease to be possible when all 


* the world knows tomorrow that the most 


Yeeble of the nations can supply itself imme- 
diately with a weapon which renders its 
coast secure and its ports impregnable to 
the assaults of even the united armadas of 
the world. 

“ Rattieships will cease to be built and the 
mightiest ironclads and the most tremen- 
dous artillery afloat will be of no more use 
than so much scrap iron. And this irresisti- 
ble power can be exerted at any distance by 
an agency of so delicate, so impalpab!e a 
quality that I feel that Iam justified in pre- 
dicting the time will come, incredible as it 
may seem, when it can be called into action 
by the mere exercise of the human will.” 

. This wonderful statement was made today 
by Nikola Tesla. At a moment when the 
world is on edge from rumors of a possible 


* “colossal conflict there comes from the great 


magician o lence the announcement of 
the perfection of a power which he believes 
is destined immediately to usher in the cra 
of universal peace by the demonstration of 


. Sts ability to destroy, without the possibil- 


ity of defense, the mightiest armaments of 
all the naval powers. 

In brief, Tesla’s latest and most startling 
Whiracle consists in an application of elec- 
tricity whereby, without interposition of 
any artificial medium of communication, 
one man can control and direct with abso- 
lute exactitude the movements of any type 
of vessel, balloon, or land vehicle at any 
distance that may be desired. 

- From a station on shore or from the deck 


‘of a vessel under way a torpedo bcat 


equipped with Mr. Tesla’s controlling device 
may be propelled either on or below the 
gurface, maneuvered at will in any direc- 
tion, and finally brought into contact and 
exploded at the side of a hostile vessel at 
any point within the range of the operator. 


; Torpedoing Across the Sea. 
“More than this, assuming that it were pos- 
#ible accurately to locate the position of the 
vessel which it is desired to destroy, the tor- 
pedo boat could be directed to it, even if the 
ship lay in the harbor of Southampton and 
the operator were stationed at Sandy Hook. 
With such marvelous possibilities of de- 
struction it is hardly to be wondered that Mr. 
Tesla believes the days of the supremacy of 
BGa power are numbered. 
~Tesla said that some months had elapsed 


* since he had fully developed his device. 


When it was learned that Admiral Cervera 


’ was bottled up at Santiago it was his inten- 


tian to apply his mechanism to _ several 
and similar .craft loaded with 
high explosives and annihilate the fleet at 
anchor. Admiral Cervera, however, came 
out and met his fate under the guns of the 
American fleet before the necessary ar- 
‘Yangements could be made. Then Tesla 


lanned a raid on the Spanish vessels in er 


lavana harbor, only to be thwarted by the 
proclamation of the suspension of hostili- 
ties 


While the most important application of 
the device is unquetionably in the direction 
of destruction, it will also have countless. 
peaceful uses, and it is Tesla’s highest pride 
that by making war too terrible it will ren- 
der it impossible. 

Tesla this morning in his laboratory in 
Bast Houston street said: 

“Tt gives me the greatest pleasure to an- 
neunce to the world my last and my great- 
est invention. My imagination fairly reels 
when I attempt to contemplate its count- 
less possibilities. Already I hear the knell 
of the battleship and the monster gun. 
‘Their day has passed with the advent ofa 
new irresistible power, which gives to all 
Nations an absolute power of defense against 
any attack. 

“ Engiand has until now boasted of her 
mastery of the seas, but her superiority has 
vanished, and she is now no stronger than 
the weakest of the maritime nations, so far 


as her offensive power is concerned. |. . 


 Unwelcome to England. 

‘Bngland, who is now so diligently prepar- 
fing for war, will awake to this unwelcome 
discovery tomorrow and will be utterly con- 
founded, and France, against whom her 
armaments have been reported to be pre- 
paring, will rejoice in the discovery that she 
possesses an all powerful weapon of defense. 
Hitherto,” continued Tesla, only 
means of controlling the movement of a ves- 
gel from a distance have been supplied 
through the medium of a flexible conductor, 
such as an electric cable, but this system is 
subject to obvious limitations, such as are 
imposed by the length, weight, and strength

» “In a broad sense, then, my invention dif- 
fers from all of those systems which provide

Blevated on stocks in the center of the 
Saboratory stood a model of a screw-pro- 
pelied craft about four feet long and some- 
what disproportionately wide and deep. 
Tesla explained that it was merely a work- 
ium model which he had made in order to 
exhibit it to President McKinley, and that no 
attempt had been made to follow the usual 
"aharp lines of a torpedo boat. The deck

Within Striking Distance. 

‘“*‘ Now we will assume that the boat has 
arrived within striking distance of the ves- 
sel to be destroyed, and the bulb in the bow 
will serve to show that the explosion has 
taken place.”’ 

As he spoke he touched the lever again and 
the. light flashed and was extinguished. 

‘* Imagine, if you can,’ said Tesla, as he 
went back to his desk, ‘‘ what an irresistible 
instrument of destruction we have in a tor- 
pedo boat thus controlled, which we can 
operate day or night, on the surface or below 
it, and from any distance that may be de- 
sired. A ship thus assailed would have no 
possibility of escape. 

can apply this system of control to any 
type of vessel and of any size. Itis noteven 
necessary to make a close approach to the 
vessel to be destroyed. At the distance of 
100 feet the explosion of 200 pounds of dyna- 
mite will exert a shattering effect on a bat- 
tleship, but there is no reason why we should 
not load a vessel with 200 or 300 tons, oreven 
more, of dynamite, which, exploded eyen a 
mille or so away, would raise a wave that 
would overwhelm the biggest ship ever built. 

** But [I have no desire that my fame should 
rest on the invention of a merely destructive 
device, no matter how terrible. I prefer to 
be remembered as the inventor who succeed- 
ed in abolishing war. That will by my high- 
est pride. But there are many peaceful uses 
to which my invention can be put, conspicu- 
ously that of rescuing the shipwrecked. 

“It will be perfectly feasible to equip our 
life-saving stations with life cars, or life- 
boats, directed and controlled from the 
shore, which will approach stranded vessels 
and bring off the passengers and crews with- 
out risking the lives of the brave fellows 
who are now forced to fight their way tio the 
rescue through the raging surf. It may also 
be used for the propulsion of pilot boats, for 
carrying letters or provisions or instruments 
to inaccessible regions, for killing whales, 
and for many other commercial or scientific 
purposes.”’ 

“‘Is there any limit, * he was asked, “‘ to 
the distance at which ‘the controlling device 
can be operated?” 
. “*In the operations of war,” replied Tesla, 
“ the radius of control would usually be lim- 
ited by the range of the vision of the oper- 
ator, whether afloat or ashore, but otherwise 
there is no limit to the distance. In order 
to give a practical fllustration of this tit iis 
my intention to exhibit a model of a torpedo 
boat at the Paris exposition and direct all 
its movements from an office in New York, 
precisely as I have shown you the working 
of the model here today, except that in Paris 
I intend to exhibit it afloat ina tank.”’
